Details Of Efforts To Reach Omitted Inventor 



1. The omitted inventor, Enrique Malaret, signed a Consulting Agreement with Assignee 
Boston Scientific, Scimed, Inc, (Scimed Life Systems Lie), on December 20, 2000, 
wherein Mr. Malaret acknowledged that he would aid the Assignee in filing patents or 
obtaining other protection on any ideas, inventions, improvements or suggestions arising 
from his performance as a consultant to the Assignee. 

2. The subject matter of the above identified AppUcation as well as related Applications 
10/084,766 and 10/083,707 arose in part from Mr. Malaret's performance as a consultant 
during the term of the Consulting Agreement. 

3. Following the filing of the present Application, I received a Notice to File Missing Parts 
under 37 CFR 1.53(b) mailed April 3, 2002 requiring the declaration of the inventors by 
Jime 3, 2002, or later with a petition for extension pursuant to 37 CFR 1.136(a). 

4. On May 1, 2002 I sent to Mr. Malaret and a copy of the Application, including the 
specification, claims and drawings as filed, for his review. Along with the Application, I 
sent Mr. Malaret an Assignment, Declaration and a letter requesting that he sign the 
Declaration and Assignment that I had included therewith.
